A GRANT. 



A. GRANT, ftriftly fpeaking, includes every kind o( 
affurance by which property may be transferred from one 
perfon to another : but that which is ufually underftood 
by the denomination of a Grant, is " the method, by the 
common law, of transferring^ incorporeal hereditaments, 
or fuch things whereof no living can be made." Co. Lit. 
9. 1 Blac.Com. 316. thefe therefore pafs merely by the 
delivery of the deed ; and in figniories or reverfions of . 
land, fiich grant, together with the attornment of the 
tenant, (when attornments were neceffary)^ were held to 
be of equal notoriety with, and therefore equivalent to, 
a feoffment and liVery of lands in immediate pofTeffion.

8.) may grant leafes of his eftate tail for three lives, 
or 21 years, to commence from the making, or fome (horc 
time after, provided the lands, &c. leafed, have been 
ufually letten to farm for 21 years pa(t,and the accuftomed 
yearly rent paid within that period be referved, the intent ' 
of the ftatute being, that the tenant in pofTeflion (hall 
not diminifh the value of the eftate to the perfon entitled 
in rcvcrfion. i Anftr, 77. 

Hufbands feifed of lands, &c. in right of their wives^ Huflnoa. 
are, by the fame ftatute of 32 Hen. 8. empowered to make 
leafes for any term not exceeding 21 years, or thr^ lives 
in being, to commence from the time of making the leafe. 
In fuch leafes it is, however, neceffary for the wife to 
join in the leafe ; and the fame requifUes muft be ob* 
ferved, and, for fimilar reafons^ as. in leafes made by 
tenant in tail (3).

2. The Requifites to conftifute a goodLeafe. 

By 29 Car. 2, c. 3, called the Jlatute of frauds and 
perjuries, it is enacted, that all leafes, elates of free- 
hold, or terms for years, of any uncertain interefts, of, in^ 
to, or out of any meffuages, lands, tenements, &c« not 
put into writings and (igned by the parties creating or 
making the fame, (ball have the force and efFe£l of eftates 
at will only, and (hall not, either at law or in equity, be 
taken to have any greater effedt, except only leafes not 
exceeding three years from the making, whereupon the 
rent referved (hall be at leaft two-thirds of the improved 
value. And fee 8 Term Rep. 3. 

But though leafes exceeding the term of three years, 
rouft be in writing, yet no particular. fqrnj pf words i.%., 
neceiTary to conftitute a good leafe \ for a^leafe {as has 
been already obferved,) being nothing elfe but a, oon- .,

A leafe for life, it has been before noticed, muft com- 
mence on the very day upon which it is made, (fee the

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common law being neceffary of this cftalei as it is of an 
eftate for life> it may begin at any period which the 
parties may agree upon (a). 

But yet the time at which the term is to begin» and 
when it is to end, muft be either certain and determinate 
in itfelf, or at leaft eafily reducible to a certainty by rcfcr^ 
ence, for otherwife the leafe will be void ; wherefore a 
leafe for fo many yearns as fuch-a-one (ball live, wotild 
be void, though a leafe for fo many years sia fuch-a-one 
ihall name, would be good» becaufe though the continu- 
ance of a leafe of this latter kind is at prefent uncertain^ 
yet it will become a certainty the inftant the term is 
named, Noy. Max, p. 86. C<?, Lit. 45. This nomination, 
however^ muft be during the lives of the leflbr and leflfee, 
or it will not be good, i Co, 157.
